If Mr. Jennings {s elected, as seems 
probable, for his graphic stories of 
brigandage are arousing extraordinary 
enthusiasm amongst the electors, he 
will not be the first ex-criminal'to be 
chosen to hold high office in America 

There was once a certain John Mor 
risey, a noted prizefighter and gam- 
bler, who came straight from jall and 
put up for election as Mayor of New 
York, At first the better class of 
citizens treated his candidature as a 
huge joke, but they soon found that 
it was no joking matter. 


All the thugs. and thieves in the city 
were his friends, and they rallied 
round him, §o, too, did the keepers 
of gambling dens and other even more 
questignable resorts.

of all on board, may or may not know 
anything: of the subject. The latter 
is generally the, case. 

As a rule, a satlor will delay report- 
dng sick until the last moment, One 
reason is that his mates are inclined 
to believe that he ds anxious to shirk 
his work, and 80 leave the more to bo 
done by them. The other reason is 
that most sea captains have one stock 
remedy—a powerful dose of ¢alts— 
_which quite poseibly may make the 
complaint considerably wore instead 
of better. And you have got to take 
those abominable salts, whether you 
like it or not. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
captain’s position is very difficult, If 
he {s nice and sympathetic, and ever 
ready to grant absence from work, he 
will have half the crew laid up with 
indefinab'e maladies. 

And, on the other hand, if he fails 
to recognize that a man fs really ‘bad, 
and death or a serious {illness results 
as often happens, he can hardly be 
blamed for ignorance of a difficult 
subject In which he has recelved no 
instruction. 

Any sailor of experience will tell 
you stories of sickness at sea that 
would coneidernbly startle the average 
landsman. Tlcre was the case of 
an Inshman, who, in the course of a 
voyage from San Francisco to Liver- 
pocl asked for exemption from duty 
because he bad severe pains in his 
legs.. He was accused of malinger- 
ing, compelled to continue his duties 
and when his legs Mterally gave way 
under him, he was left unnoticed for 
some hours. 

On being carried to the hospital at 
port, th,» doctor found that he was suf- 
fering trom, gangrene arising from ne- 
glected frostbite, and both his legs 
had to be amputated. This would 
have been avoided if. he had received 
proper treatment when the pain first 
started. 

The worst part is that, even if the 
captain does realise th e man is 
really ill, the most he do is to 
grant exemption from duty. It is 
impoesible for him to give the Invalid 
anything like proper and efficient 
medical attention.

the spells of bad weather had made }, 


great delay in the movement. Ship- 
pers and exporters had vessels en- 
gaged to load at Fort Willlain and Port 
Arthur and very little wheat in sight 
for them, so that our prices had been 
kept above Minneapolis and .Duluth 
prices all along, and atill there was a 
great shortage of actua] wheat. Just 
when the weather over the west had 
become fairly settled so that thresh- 
ing made steady progress and receipts 
had begun to increase in earnest, the 
war scare came along and shorts bolt- 
ed to cuver and prices shot upward. 

The excitement culminated on Mon- 
day, but with the subsidence of the 
war scare and the advent of big re- 
ceipts, prices pave dropped 8c, to 34%4c 
in two days. If the weather contin- 
ues favorable for large movement St 
will be difficult to keep our prices up 
to present level, war or no war. Of 
course if war scares are wanting, 
prices are practically bound to go low- 
er, as an immense quantity of wheat 
wi}l be marketed in the next two 
montbs and as it is impossible to pass 
it all on to the consumers as it comes 
along, somebody will have to put up 
money to caragy it, and the cost of car- 
rying it comes off the value of the 
wheat.
